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GRASH OF TANKERS 


Survivors Tell of Explo- 
sion, Flames and Heat 
After Oil Carriers Col- 
lide m Gulf. 


NEW ORLEANS, April 21 (AP) 
—Seventeen seamen were known 
dead and. 22 others were missing 
and presumed dead today in the 
collision of two tankers that set 


both ablaze in the Gulf of Mexico 
200 miles south of Morgan City, 
La. 

Marine records indicate it is 
the greatest disaster off the 
United States coast since 84 lives 
were lost in the collision of an 
American tanker and freighter off 
the Atlantic coast on June 6, 
1943. . 

In yesterday's pre-dawn collis- 
ion during heavy fog, the 10,000- 
ton Esso Greensboro and the 26.,- 
500-ton super tanker Esso Suez 
crashed, exploded and burst into 


Only one man among the 44- 
man crew of the Suez was killed 
in the\ collision but another, un- 
identified, died. of burns. Three 
other eh on the Suez were 
burned.|

Despite its 
objections .to Western Germany’s 
participation, it managed to 
reach accords with seven nations

Plan Reported to Be First 
Move in Three - Part 
Program to Curb 
Prices. 


WASHINGTON, April 21 (AP) 
—Economic Stabilizer Eriz John- 
ston may announce today a new 
attack on prices through estab- 
lishment of a “fair and equitable” 
standard for manufacturers’ 
profits. 

The plan is reportedly the first 
leg of a three-part program, also 
involving labor and agriculture, 
by which Johnston hopes to 
“harden” apti-inflation dikes. 

Government officials first men- 
tioned the plan three weeks ago. 
On April 13, Price Director Mi- 
chael V. DiSalle told reporters 
some prices would be rolled back 
at the manufacturers’ level by an 
order to be issued.“next week.” 
This would bring about some 

@reps at the retail level, 


w man rs to 
strike an average of their dollar

2. Forbid price increases 
which would boost manufactur- 
ers’ profits more than 85 per 
cent of that average. 

3. Allow prices which have

4. Require manufacturers to 
absorb increased costs without 
raising prices until their profits 
run not more than 85 per cent 
of the average of the three best 
years from 1946 through 1949. 
DiSalle said the order would af- 

fect between 100,000 and 150,000 
manufacturers.

2, AGRICULTURE—“Freeze” 
farm parity at the levels of last 
Jan. 15, thereby making it. pos- 
sible to build a farm ceiling 
over food prices. 

Parity is a formula to give the 
farmer a fair return on his prod- 
ucts in relation to the prices of 
the things he buys. Parity prices 
swing up or down as the level of 
non-farm prices teeters. There- 
fore, food prices can continue to 
rise so long as other prices rise. 
Labor objects to limitations on 
wage increases—the present for- 
mula is 10 per cent above wages 
of Jan. 15, 1950 — while food 
prices are allowed to crayl up.

The picture of the physical inadequacy of the 
St. Louis public school system becomes even 
blacker when one considers rapidly growing 


neighborhoods such asthe one in the vicinity of . 


Morganford Road and the River Des Peres. 
There simply is not enough space for the in- 
creased number of children in such neighbor- 
hoods. A similar problem will be created by 
the completion of the Cochran Gardens slum 
clearing project. There are sure to be enough 
children in this redeveloped neighborhood to 
fill a new elementary school, 

Then there are the Negro schools, The en- 
rollment in the three Negro high schools has 
increased from 4411 in 1946 to 5531 in 1951. 
These schools are grossly overcrowded and woe- 
fully inadequate. For example, the building 
which now houses the Booker T. Washington 
Technical High School was meant to be used 
as a grade school. 
enough for their present use, and the school is 
sadly lacking in the facilities it ought to have. 
Sumner and Vashon also are jammed. 


A measure of relief could be achieved by con- 
verting Hadley Technical High School ‘into a 
combination technical and general high school 
for Negroes, and by providing it and Sumner 
with a gymnasium, auditorium and cafeteria.

This is a brief survey of those school’ build- 
dng needs which the. Citizens’ Advisory’ Com- 
mittee deemed so urgent that it classified them 
as “emergency.” They are to be met by the 
proposed $17,230,000 bond issue which will be 
before the voters for approval on May 1. 


The school system needs even more new 
buildings and more remodeling. This program 
is minimal. This much must be done to cut 
the cancer out of the city’s educational set-up. 
This much must be done to check decay. 


The necessary replacements and refurbishings, 
it should be noted, would not be carried out in 
a monumental style. The Citizens’ Committee 
recommended “the development of a type of 
building which will fill the need on a less costly 
scale.” And this recommendation has been taken 
to heart by the School Board’s architects. But 
there will be ‘précious little for them to do if 
the voters do not give their approval May 1.

The voters in Congressman O. K. Armstrong's 
district around Springfield, Mo., might well note 
for future reference; say for the primary and 
general elections in August and November 1952, 
two of their Representative’s recent remarks.

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Pot-shot at the Hot-rods 


Whether New York state’s formula for curbing 
“hot-rod” drivers will work remains very much 
to be seen. Under the new law a minor cannot 
own a car unless he is insured against liability 
of at least $5000 for injury to one person and 
$10,000 for injury to more than one. 

New York motor vehicle officials believe this 
law will take many old and unsafe cars from the 
highways, because the rates will be considerably 
higher than those for adults and it is expected 
that many minors will be unable to afford them. 

If St. Louis’ experience is any criterion, limit- 
ing insanity at the wheel to those whose parents 
can afford to pay for it is likely to prove a net 
that lets many of the worst offenders through. 

The major objective being to remove unsafe 
or souped-up cars from the highways, why not 
forbid the operation of unsafe or souped-up cars, 
and back it up with inspections?

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Civil Defense Is Basic 


The slash which the House has made in the 
civil defense’ appropriation bill is an anomaly 
in a Congress which has appropriated huge sums 
for every other aspect of the nation’s defense. 


Apparently it springs from the illusion, shared — 


by many citizens, that civil defense in some 
strange way is not connected with national de- 
fense as are the Army, the Navy, the Air Force, 
the Marine Corps, or even industrial production. 


This ilusion may be due to what Stewart 
Alsop and Dr. Ralph E. Lapp say in the Satur- 
day Evening Post is the weakest weak spot in 
the American people’s thinking on this subject 
—failure to ask what civil defense is supposed 
to defend us against. 

Mr. Alsop, a newspaper columnist, and Dr. 
Lapp, a nuclear physicist, write that what it is 
supposed to defend against is a mass attack with 
atomic bombers on a*number of American cities. 
Civil Defense Administrator Caldwell testified 
to the same effect before the House Appropria- 
tions Committee the other day. 

Alsop and Lapp draw:a picture of what would 
probably happen in a 130-bomb attack on 29 
cities, including three on St. Louis. They esti- 
mate that 6,000,000 persons would be killed and 
another 6,000,000 wounded. 

The whole power of the United States to de- 
fend itself would depend on the ability of its 
people to rise from this stunning blow and re- 
taliate with the necessary force. 

Thus civil defense is an indispensable part of 
the total defense—indeed it is the part on which 
all the rest depends, for guns and ships and 
war industries are valuable only to. the extent 
that there are people with the will, the strength 
and the skill to operate them. 

It woukd be self-frustrating if the Senate cut 
from civil defense, as the House has just done, 
ali the appropriatfons for stockpiling equipment 
and supplies, for fire-fighting, warden and engi- 
neering services, for medical | organizational 
equipment,,and for research.and development. 


These are precisely the items that are most 
needed. As it stands now, Congress has placed 


too much emphasis on shelters, has placed par- 


alyzing limitations on building any at all, and 
has taken the unwise course of dealing with 
states exclusively instead of with cities direct. 

In a field of activity that is so new to us, and 
in which there is so much to be learned, re- 
search is essential. Stockpiling must start at 
once if it is to be completed within the next 
three years, according to defense officials. 
Capable fire-fighting services are crucial, for 
worse fire storms than the one from jelly incen- 
diaries which utterly destroyed 15 square miles 
of Hamburg in World War II may sweep Ameri- 
can cities in the wake of atomic bombing; Alsop 
and Lapp warn. asad 

They title their article “The Grim Truth 
About Civil Defense.” What makes the truth so 
grim is that the American people have not yet 
really begun, to set about it. 
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Imperious Direction, Pro and Con 
Gen. MacArthur, Letter to the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars, Aug. 28, 1950: 


Nothing could be more fallacious than the 
threadbare argument by those who advocate 
appeasement and defeatism in the Pacific 
that if we defend Formosa we alienate con- 
tinental Asia. Those who speak thus do not 
understand the Orient. They do not grant 
that it is in the pattern of the Oriental psy- 
chology to respect and follow _ aggressive, 
resolute and dynamic leadership—to quickly 
turn on a leadership characterized by timid- 
ity or vyacillation—and they underestimate 
the Oriental mentality.

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- Job for a Machine 


There is one valid objection to a bill pending 
in the State Senate which would authorize use 
of voting machines in St. Louis county, Jackson 
county and Kansas City.

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To Secure the Best Officers 


The justification for America’s peculiar sys- 
tem of selecting the young men who are to be 
the leaders of the nation’s armed services is 
that it prevents the formation of a hereditary 
military caste. Giving Congressmen the right 
to select the students for the military academies 
prevents the generals and admirals from naming 
their own successors. ! 


But the present tradition-encrusted system is 
subject to abuse, as the West Point Society has 
pointed out in urging a change. Undoubtedly 
many Congressmen try conscientiously to select 
those young men who will make the best offi- 
cers. But there must be some who think first 
of political patronage and rewarding friends 
when they make the appointments. 

The West Point alumni would have :Congress- 
men make half the appointments, and the armed 
services the other half from among d¢hiisted 
men.. This proposal has the merit of providing 
@ means whereby able enlisted men could be 
rewarded, and the nation could make the best 
possible use of their skills.

Dominican journalist recalls close connection between late presi- 
dent of the University of Missouri and Argentine newspaper, now 
suppressed by Peron; ideals were praised in Buenos Aires on: 
death in 1935; his “journalists’ creed” adopted by Pan-Americans. 


Persio C. Franco, Dominican Journalist, in a Letter to 
The Washington Post 


The present grave difficulties of La 
Prensa with Peron bring to my mind the 
recollection of the close relations that Dr. 
Walter Williams, late president of the 
University of Missouri, had with that 
great newspaper. 

Nothing, I believe, illustrates it better 
than an excerpt from the statement issued 
by Ezequiel P. Paz, then director of La 
Prensa, on the death of Dr. Williams, 
which occurred July 29, 1935:. , 

“The ideas and ideals maintained by 
Dean Williams in his teachings of the 
history and princi- 
ples of journalism 
compared evenly 
with the ideals main- 
tained by La Prensa 
during its 656 -years 
of existence... 

“Inform with ‘ex- 
actness- and in alt 
truth; do not omit 
anything which. the. 
public has a right to 
know, employ always 
an impersonal form, 
in a cultivated man- 
ner, without preju- 
dice as to the sever- AIF 
ity and the strength oe Soe 
of a critical thought; do not heed rumors, 
the ‘it is said’ and other ambiguous forms, 
and confirm always all which is convinc- 

‘ing, backed by proofs and documents; you 
must consider that it is better not to pub- 
lish an item than to publish it erroneous- 
ly or in an unjustified manner; mind that 
in your news and information there does 
not appear any personal intention, as this 
would be equivalent to a comment, and a 
reporter must not invade private matters 


in the general ftems of news; remember 
before writing, the strength of diffusion of 
which you dispose and -that the damage 
caused to any person through a false impu- 
tation can never be totally repaired by a 
declaration or rectification conceded in a 
chivalrous manner; keep the necessary 
dignity in all polemics and do not affirm 
anything that we should have to deny the 
next day. 


“In the last instance let me remind you 
that you must inscribe in golden letters, 
in a visible place, on your working desks, 
the words of Walter Williams, remarkable 
journalist of the United States: ‘No one 
must write as a journalist that which he 
cannot say as a gentleman.’ Such are the 
current axioms which we all respect and 
with which we must comply in this house.” 

Dr. Williams was the founder of the 
first School of Journalism estadlished in 
the world; president of the First Pan- 
American Congress of Journalists; presi- 
dent of the World Press Congress; presi- 
dent of the University of Missouri. His 
famous “Journalist’s Creed” was, a8 pro- 
posed by me, adopted by the First Pan- 
American Congress of Journalists. 

Dr. Williams was perhaps the most emi- 
nent teacher of journalism the world has 
had, and a kind and great man whose 
beneficial influence in world journalism 
will be everlasting. 


I will suggest soon to the Council of the 
Organization of American States that a 
bust of Dr. Williams be placed in the 
Palace of the Pan-American Union next 
to that of the great Puerto Rican teacher 
and philosopher Eugenio Maria de Hostos.

CLOUDS IN THE WIND, by F L. Green. (Coward.

“Clouds in the Wind” opens on a high 
note of suspense—as the above-mentioned 
black-marketeer skedaddles across the 
midlands in a stolen car, intent on locat- 
ing his mastermind and warning him that 
the law is closing in. In a series of flash- 
backs we learn that Frank Chester was a 
successful salesman before the war and a

The leader, a former pawnbroker with a 
taste for Beethoven and warmed-over 
philosophy, seems a blustering chowder- 
head indeed when measured by the yard- 
stick of accomplishment.

The final section of the novel, which 
has little relation to what has gone be- 
fore, details Frank's postwar vagaries, 
association with another black-mar 
combine and his eventual come-uppance, 
In a kind of afterpiece we are told (with 
no great conviction on Mr. Green’s part) 
that the mastermind Frank has been serv- 
ing is really in league with law and order 
—anhd that a gigantic ex is about to be 
launched in which Frank will, presumably, 
go scot-free. Perhaps it is as good a way 
as any to tie up a plot that had got hope- 
lessly long-winded.

J. Donald Ferguson of the Mil- 
Waukee Journal denounced them 
as follows: “The syndicated opin- 
ion column is one of the biggest 


rackets ever put over on worried 
editors and publishers.” 

Tom WalHace of the Louisville 
Times concurred in Ferguson’s 

ent but summed his. views 
up: “Some columnists serve the 
public and the press and some 
stink—and that is equally true of 
editors.” 

Columnists Drew Pearson and 
Ernest Lindley upheld their craft. 
Pearson acknowledged “some mis- 
takes I’d like to forget,” but said 
the columns in general provide a 
reasonably accurate insight into 
public affairs which most news- 
papers cannot afford to provide 
on their own. 

Peril of Boycott. 

_ With reference to the sugges- 
tion of Senator McCarthy (Rep.), 
Wisconsin, that the Pearson col- 
umn be boycotted, Pearson said 
this was a start in the direction 
of suppression like that which 
has shut down Argentina’s great 
newspaper La Prensa. “This is 
one of the worst precedents we 
can let start,” he said. 

Ferguson, who uses no syndi- 
cated columns, raised the question 
whether some columnists were not 
“being used” by public figures 
who feed them material. 

Harking back to the almost 

unanimous efrors in the 1948 
election forecasts, he said: “We 
wouldn’t trade one experienced 
reporter for all the syndicated 
columns we could crowd into the 
Milwaukee Journal.” 
_If the newspapers, instead of 
relying on the “experts” had sent 
their own reporters into roadside 
stores, baseball. park bleachers 
and factory cafeterias they would 
have done a better job on the 
presidential forecasts, Ferguson 
said.

Reporter Who Tangled With MacArthur 
Headquarters Over Story Cites ‘Enlight- 
ened Self-Interest’ 


WASHINGTON, April 20 (AP) 
—Keéves Beech, Chicago Daily 
News-Post-Dispatch correspond- 
ent, who once tilted with Mac- 
Arthur headquarters in Tokyo 
over a story he wrote that the 
military was all set to pull out of 
Korea, said yesterday there may 
be some advantage to withdrawal 
even now. 

Beech, who spent four years in 
Japan and Korea, told the Ameri- 
can Society of Newspaper editors: 
“I don’t recommend pulling out 
of Korea now, but there are 
some advantages to it.” 

He said it could be justified on 
humanitarian grounds if nothing 
else because of the great destruc- 
tion and the killing of many in- 
nocent people. 

“I don’t believe in appease- 
ment,” Beech said, “but from the 
standpoint of enlightened self- 
interest, it might be wise to pull 
out of Korea because I don’t be- 
lieve a global war is going to be 
won there. 

“The Kremlin would like to 
have the bulk of our forces tied 
down in Korea because they are 
the only seasoned troops we 
have.” 

He asserted that if the Ameri-

can forces did withdraw to Japan 
atid other Pacific bases they 
could do so “with the admission 
perhaps that we've lost a battle 
but not the war.” 

He recalled that three months 
ago he wrote about the advan- 
tages of getting out of Korea — 
when the .military leaders were 
“all set to pull out.” 

The feeling of the military 
leaders then was that, if the 
Chinese had followed up their 
southern push, “we would make 
a fighting withdrawal and pull 
out,” Beech said. 

“MacArthur,” he said, “was un- 
able to state his case then be- 
cause he was operating under a 
gag from Washington. But the 
story was leaked out to two re- 
porters and I was one of them. 

“You might call the story a 
plant. But when I wrote it you 
might say I was hit on tHe head 
with the plant.” 

MacArthur headquarters and 
Washington officials denied the 
story last January. But last week, 
after MacArthur was dismissed 
by President Truman, Beech dis- 
closed that his source was Mac-

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FORESEES CORTSONE 
MADE. FROM PLANTS 


Dr. E. C. Kendall of Mayo’s 
Speaks Here About 
New Drug. 


The new drug cortisone, pro- 
duction of which now depends 
on the limited amount of bile 
that can be collected from cattle 
and sheep, some day may be 
obtained from compounds found 
in plants, Dr. E. C. Kendall of 
the Mayo Foundation declared. [ 
here last night. Plants grown in 


Mexico may be used for this 
purpose in the near future, he 
announced. 

The University of Minnesota 
biochemist, who was named one 
of the winners of the 1950 Nobel 
prize in ‘medicine for his work 
in developing cortisone as an 
agent for relief of rheumatoid 
arthritis and other ailments, 
spoke at a joint meeting of the 
St. Louis and Washington Uni- 
versity chapters of Sigma Xi, 
scientific honor society. 

Cortisone is a hormone of the 
adrenal cortex, a gland atop the 
kidneys. The years of work by 
numerous scientists that went 
into development of the extract 
as a therapeutic agent and the pro- 
gress made in its manufacture 
were reviewed by Dr. Kendall, 

The supply of cortisone was so 
limited in 1949 that it was allo- 
cated by a committee appointed 
hy the National Academy of 
Sciences, but now it is available 
to every physician in the United 
States. 


Progress in manufacture is 
illustrated by the price, Dr. Ken- 
‘dall pointed out. Since July 1949, 
when the cost was $200 per gram, 
the price has been reduced five 
times—to $150, $135, $95, $50 and
